But the only 
difference between the two is _ that 
fhe"spy is a secret sei-vico .agent cm- 
ployed by an enemy; the Secret Ser- 
vico Agent is a man employed in tho 
same capacity , by our friends and 
neighbours," said Major Thomas Coul- 
son, lecturlng last night at the People's 
Forum on the subject . of: "Interna- 
tional iSsplonage in Peace and War." 

Speaking of the heroine of his lat- 
est work, Major Coulson said that 
while Mata Harl was instrumental in 
deceiving not one, but many nations, 
sho was one of the _-most stupid of all 
the War spies.

But they were never able to find but 
by what means she got her messages 
across the line.. 

Used Diplomatic Mail

The speaker denied the exIstcnce rv o£ 
anything purely Nationalistic . In 
such attributes. Not even in in- 
ventions can the' credit bo given to 
one man or one country. For they 
are oîi rooted far back, and the na- 
tion which prides Itself most inakos 
the greatest fool of Itself^ ;. ... ^ 
- The form of Na'tipnaiisin, . Econom- 
ie, Is both a crime and a folly, ac- 
cording to professor' Rose. "This 
form may be said to bo "tho dispo- 
sition on the part of each govern- 
ment to shape Its own policies so 
that its' adherents can be Independ- 
ent of everyone else," ..This ."is due, 
partly to pride arid, partly to'' fear, 
arid, leads to the belief "'that national 
needs Justify, anything — exemple 
gratia, ; Japan's aggression In China. 
'It Is foolish to think that any na- 
tion can exist wholly independent of 
all other nations. This only moans 
getting back to cave-man condition.':
